THE WORD IS GETTING AROUND... 



A Crooked Lake mother is seek- 
ing the identity of two teen-aged 
girls who pulled her son from the 
lake Sunday, after the boy's cousin 
drowned In nine feet of water. 
. Mrs. Harold Gelden, of Golden 
road, said witnesses told her the 
Kirls probably saved the life of her 
15-year-old son, Billy. 

Billy's cousin, Norman Marsh 21, 
of Bristol, Wis., drowned as the two 
youths attempted to swim out to a 
raft some 800 feet from shore. 

The two swimmers were report- 
edly about 30 feet from- the raft 
when Marsh suddenly grabbed 
Billy,' and pulled hfm under water. 

Young Gelden was able to free 
himself from the death grip, and 
make his way to the surface where 
he called for help. 

Calls Ignored 

Other swimmers at first ignored 
his cries, until "he shouted: "Help! 
Help! I'm not kidding!" 

A group of girls swam to his aid, 
and two of them brought him to 
shore while others dived unsuccess- 
fully for his cousin. 

Marsh's body was located by the 
Lake Villa Rescue Squad after two 
hours of dragging. 

The drowning brought a tragic 
ending to a family picnic. 

While others dived for the drown- 
ing victim's body, two girls in 
bathing suits brought Billy home 
— half carrying him — his mother 
said. 

Mrs. Gelden said they left in the 
excitement before she could learn 
their names. 

Funeral services for the Marsh 
youth, an only child, were held in 
Kenosha yesterday. He was buried 
in Bristol-Paris cemetery.

High School District Tax Rate Hike Request 
To Be Studied by Lake County Civic League 



The Lake County Civic League is 
examining proposals that the edu- 
cational and building fund tax rates 
in Antioch High School District 117 
be increased, Bruce Tresler, execu- 
tive secretary, has announced. 

A report on the background of 
the proposals will be made in .Jjie 
near future, he said. 

The school board said increased 
operating costs make it necessary to 
ask for the increased rates, at a 
referendum Sept. 7. 

Although the proposal is to in- 
crease the educational tax rate limit 
from 65 cents to 86 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, it will not be 
necessary to levy the full amount — 
just enough to pay expenses, 



In 1947 the rate was raised to 55 
cents, but that was not levied until 
five years later. 

The referendum will ask that the 
building tax rate be hiked from 10 
cents to 18^1 cents. 

Rapid increase in enrollment is 
given as the main reason for in- 
creased operating costs of the high 
school. Enrollment jumped from 
275 to 545 in the last 10 years. It 
is estimated that enrollment this 
year will be well over 650. 

To keep up with this growth, 
seven teachers will have to be added 
to the school staff by 1960, accord- 
ing to school officials. The present 
starting salary is $4,000, and the 
maximum is $5,600. 



Two Rezoning Requests 
To Be Heard on Monday 

The Lake County Zoning Board 
of Appeals will meet in the Anti- 
och village hall at 1:30 p. m. Mon- 
day to hear two requests for zoning 
changes. 

One, by Mr. and Mrs. John Weiss, 
RFD 4, Antioch, involves construc- 
tion of a motel on Channel lake. 

Weiss, former operator of the 
Channel Lake tavern, will ask for 
a rezoning classification from farm- 
ing to general business, for two lots 
west of his home on Channel Lake 
road, (Rte 173) a half mile west of 
Rte.

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Cost of Medical Care 

U. S. News At World Report has published a 
lengthy article on whether doctor's fees and other 
medical expenses are loo high or not high enough. 
This account is largely factual in nature— and some 
of the facts deserve widespread understanding. 

Medical costs, like all other costs, have risen. 
Even so, over a considerable period of time — 1936 
to the present — average charges by doctors have 
risen substantially less than the cost of living as a 
whole. And the typical charge made by a doctor 
for a home visit is little if any more than that of a 
TV repairman or other mechanic. 

Hospital charges have undergone what the maga- 
zine calls "a spectacular rise." Yet a profit-making 
hospital is a rare institution, and most hospitals must 
look to gifts and revenue sources other than pa- 
tient's payments to balance the books. 

What has happened is that, in addition to the 
general living and operating costs jumps that have 
hit medicine along with everything else, we now de- 
mand and get much more medical service than we 
used to. There arc all manner of valuable drugs and 
other aids to recovery that didn't even exist a com- 
paratively few years back. The services of spe- 
cialists are in ever-greater use. And the people go 
to hospitals where they used to be served at home. 
For instance, U. S. News says that in 1956, all but 
a small proportion of babies were born in hospitals 
— where as late as 1956, this was true of only 37 
per cent of infants. 

The magazine estimates that the average family 
pays $278 a year for medical care — a figure that in- 
cludes doctors, dentists, optometrists, hospitalization, 
drugs and prescriptions, and health insurance. Most 
people will agree that we get a great deal in return 
for that sum. And there is every indication that, 
by and large, the costs are as moderate as the con- 
ditions of the time permit.

No Magic in Government Power 

Dr. S. C. Hoi lister, Dean of the College of En- 
gineering, Cornell University, has asked and answered 
a few questions that are of direct financial interest 
to practically everyone in the United States. 

Here's what he said: "How would you like to re- 
ceive your electric bill with a notation that 35 per 
cent was being deducted because the utility furnish- 
ing your electricity could now do so without having 
to pay the usual taxes and the full cost of capital? 
This is what the biggest power producer in the busi- 
ness can do for its customers. Who is this producer? 
Your federal government. How does it do this? It 
taxes you to make up the deficit. 

"How would you like to receive a note on your 
light bill saying that a sum had been added so that 
someone you never heard of could get his light bill 



reduced 35 per cent? This is what Is happening to 
most of you, but It Isn't being so marked on the bill. 
About 80 per cent of the people are paying a quarter 
to a third of the light bill for the other 20 per cent." 
In those two concise paragraphs Dr. Holllster 
has shown why socialized power Is superficially 
"cheap"— and has exploded the myth surrounding that 
alleged "cheapness." There is no magic in government 
power. The government can't build a dam or a gen- 
erating station or a distribution system for less money 
than private enterprise — indeed, due to the nature 
of political undertakings, government costs for com- 
parable projects arc often much higher,

Apathy and Polio 

We Americans were generous when we contrib- 
uted millions of dollars to fight paralytic polio. 

We were triumphant when, after years of re- 
search, our scientists developed a vaccine against 
it and the number of cases dropped 47 per cent last 
year. 

Now we ore shocked to hear that, according to a 
recent estimate, 58 million Americans under 40 who 
should get this simple, effective protection have neg- 
lected to do so. 

What is the word for this neglect? Polio authorities 
like the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
call it Apathy. The dictionary defines apathy as 
"lack of interest" or "indifference." 

But can anybody afford to be indifferent about 
polio? When it strikes it leaves ruin in its wake- 
crippled bodies, disrupted homes, wage-earners un- 
able to go on with their chosen work. 

Indifference in the face of this kind of risk is 
folly. Better roll up your sleeve and vaccinate be- 
fore it is too late!

"Probability" Not Proof 

Back in 1917 and 191B the DuPont Company 
bought some $49 million worth of stock in General 
motors. Now the U. S. Supreme Court, in reversing 
a lower court decision, holds that such stock owner- 
ship violates Section 7 of the Clayton Anti-Trust Act 
because of a "reasonable probability" of trade re- 
straints. Never before has Section 7 of the Act been 
invoked against a "vertical" stock acquisition (in 
which a company buys into a non-competing firm) and 
on stock purchased 40 years before. Thus does 
"probability" take the place of proof based on evidence. 

By contrast, labor unions have been exempted 
from all laws relating to combinations in restraint of 
trade. They are free to tie the country up from 
coast to coast in countless ways even though they 
may endanger the life and health of the nation. It 
is on actual fact that organized labor combinations 
have done this, not just a "reasonable probability" 
that they might do it, and there is no law to curb 
them. 

The most recent example of a labor combination 
affecting the people is the express strike preventing 
shipments to a large area of the country. The fact 
that there are no laws governing combinations in re- 
straint of trade by labor unions leaves the public to 
suffer at the hands of unregulated labor monopolies. 
Such combinations are as dangerous as combinations 
of capital and industry. 

The ability to call a strike of unlimited scope 
certainly indicates "reasonable probability" of trade 
restraint, especially when the right to work can be 
denied other men, Anti-Trust laws should include 
such ccmbinations.

Medicine In Space 

The launching of our Earth's first 
artificial moon is now scheduled for 
next year. This project, undertaken 
as part of the International Geo* 
physical Year, marks man's first 
step into interplanetary space—and 
scientists are already making plana 
for manned vehicles to follow. 

Medical scientists in particular 
are studying the problems which 
the human body will have to meet 
in the airless void 
between planets. 
At the School of 
Space Medicine at 
Randolph Field, 
Texas, U. S, Air 
Force scientists 
under the direc- 
tion of Or. Heint 
,.c^ ■ V/rffiD llabcr are testing 
men's reactions lo heavy accelera- 
tion pressures, the possible effects 
of cosmic rays, and the problems 
of living 1 inside a sealed environ- 
ment. 

One of the toughest questions of 
space medicine is how man will re- 
act to free fall - a situation in 
which he has no weight. It is pos- 
sible to creute such conditions on 
Earth for only a few seconds at a 
time, but in space men will be sub- 
jected to them most of the time. If 
the result is simply vertigo, that 
can be dealt with by such nnti-dizzi. 
nea3 drugs as Honamine, Rut many 
research workers suspect that total 
weightlessness may result in nearly 
total confusion of the senses. No 
final answer to this question is ex- 
pected until man has actually un- 
dertaken the great adventure itself. 
The time is coming faster than 
many people realize, however. An 
unmanned, instrument - carrying 1 
rocket will circle the Moon some 
time during the next flvo years, ac- 
cording to experts George Gamow 
and Krafft Ehrlckc — ana the man*' 
carrying vehicle will not be far 
behind.

Reasons why it is necessary for the Antioch 
Township High School, District No. 117, to 
ask the citizens to increase the educational 
and building tax rate limits. 



1. The tremendous birth rate of the past 
several years has moved into the high 
school. There will be an estimated 25% 
increase in enrollment next year and an 
estimated 43% increase by 1962-63. 

2. Additional teachers will be needed for 
instruction. The staff has been increased 
by 23% for 1957-58 and will need to be 
increased 57% by 1962-63 to keep most 
classes at 30 pupils. Janitors, secretaries, 
and cafeteria help will be added in the 
future. 

3. Salaries have been continually adjust- 
ed for teachers and non-teaching employees 
to give the school a favorable level in the 
competitive labor market, 

4. Educational and building equipment 
and supplies have steadily increased in 
cost. Increased quantities have had to be 
purchased, Costs have climbed in main- 
tenance and repair. 



5. Assessed valuation of the district is 
not increasing rapidly enough to operate 
on the existing tax rates. 

6. The revenue derived from the Septem- 
ber 24, 1957, levy will NOT be available 
until the fall of 1958. Therefore, a Board 
of Education must- plan at least two years 
ahead to avoid deficit spending. 

7. The maximum educational rate of 
65c and the building rate of 10c were 
levied in 1956. This is the revenue being 
collected now and will be available for the 
1957-58 school term. These funds will not 
be adequate and the Board will have to 
borrow to complete the fiscal year. Present 
tax rates arc not sufficient to balance ac- 
counts in the future, 

8. The high school curriculum is con- 
stantly being evaluated and improved to 
maintain high recognition from accredit- 
ing agencies. 



THE BOARD OF EDUCATION IS JUSTIFIED IN ASKING 
THE CITIZENS TO VOTE TAX INCREASES BECAUSE: 



1. Boards of Education have practiced 
economy in the past and future Boards in- 
tend to do the same. The last successful 
tax referendum was in March, 1947. The 
tax increases requested in the referendum 
September 7, 1957, will be sufficient for 
several years, 

Proof of oconomy is reflected in the low 
pcr-pupil-costs, $397 per child spent in 
1955-56 was the lowest in the county. The 
per capita cost has been consistently be- 
low the median in Lake County. 

2, Economy is also reflected in the low 
total tax rate for District No. 117. The 
high school rate has* been one of tho low- 



est of the fourteen Lake County schools. 
The 1956 tox rates show that Antioch High 
ranks third low in comparative standing, 
with a total rate of .904. 

3. For the past several years, the Boards 
have been sincere in practicing good busi- 
ness procedure, but to keep the school 
finances in the future on a sound basis, it 
will be necessary to have additional funds.

Tuesday, September 3rd 

School opens for registration In 
the Antioch Grade School on Tues- 
day, September 3rd, slartinR at 
8:45 A, M., nnd closing nt 11:00 A. 
M. for the children, but teachers 
will remain for on afternoon work- 
shop period, to be held in the gym- 
nasium from 1:00 to 3:00 P. M. 

The cafeteria will be in full op- 
eration on the second day of school, 
September 4. The charge per meal 
will be 25c, ond with 10 school days 
In September, the charge for this 
month will be $4.75. Parents are 
urged to pay for children's lunches 
by the month, in advance, In order 
to relieve the teachers of excess 
bookkeeping. 

All kindergarten and first grade 
students enrolling in this district 
for the first time must present 
birth certificates as proof of age. 
Children residing In District 34 are 
eligible to attend Kindergarten if 
their fifth birthday is on or before 
December 1, 1057, while those who 
will be six on 'or before December, 
1, 1057 may be enrolled in the first 
grade. Kindergarten children will 
register the first day in two shifts 
at the scout house, where their 
classes will be held this yean'Those 
who live outside the Village of An- 
tioch will attend the morning ses- 
sion starting at 8:45 A. M., to 11:15 
A. M., and will register Tuesday 
morning. Those living within the 
village limits will attend afternoon 
session starting at 12:30 P. M. to 
3:00 P. M., and register Tuesday 
after 1:00 P. M. Parents may take 
their Kindergarten children home 
immediately after registering them 
on the first day. The Kindergarten 
fee will be $7.50 for the year, which 
includes: insurance, milk, cookies, 
and all incidentals for the year. 

Class lists will be prepared and 
posted outside the door of each 
classroom. A new student's name 
will not appear on any list until he 
has registered in the office, and a 
registration card has been delivered 
to the classroom teacher. 

Kindergarten and children from 
new families that have moved into 
the community are urged to register 
at the grade school office before 
Sept, 3. The office is open Monday 
through Friday, from 8:30 A. M. to 
3:30 P. M. 

The enrollment is again bursting 
at the scams. All available space 
in the old building has been pressed 
into service for the coming year. 

One section of the fourth grade 
will be conducted at the former 
Oakland School. The fourth grad- 
ers who wilt attend this class arc 
those who live to the south and east 
of Antioch, those fourth graders 
living in the former Oakland dis- 
trict, those living in Deep Lake, 
Crooked Lake, East and West Loon 
Lake, and those living south of 
173 on the Deep Lake road. These 
fourth graders will have their day 
of school conducted entirely at the 
Oakland School. It will be neces- 
sary, after the first day of school, 
for these children to take their 
lunch to school, as there will be no 
cafeteria in operation at this loca- 
tion. Arrangements are being made 
for special teachers to serve this 
class in their own building instead 
of bringing the children into Antioch 
for special classes. 

All bus schedules will be an- 
nounced next week. 

The Horace Mann Pupil Insurance 
will be offered each student for a 
yearly charge of $1.50. The child 
is insured against accidents while 
at school, or traveling to and from 
school.

Broken Gas Mains 
Are Potential Hazard 
Gas Company Warns 



A stepped-up program urging 
contractors and others engaged in 
construction work to call Northern 
Illinois Gas Company for pipe loca- 
tions before excavating has been 
announced by the utility. 

"We are seriously concerned," E. 
D. Sheehan, vice president in 
charge of operations said, "by the 
sharply increased number of cases 
involving damage to gas pipes that 
could result in accidents and have 
directed our personnel to go all- 
out to got the cooperation of con- 
tractors working in the area. 

"Our records show that during 
the past six months there have been 
more than 500 cases throughout 
our service area where gas pipes 
were pulled from the ground, 
broken, or otherwise damaged, thus 
creating a potential hazard. 

"We stand ready at all times," 
Sheehan emphasized, "to furnish 
tho location of our gas mains with- 
out charge." 

It has been the practice of the 
utility to notify contractors by let- 
ter each year of this problem. Also, 
the gas company's field men are 
now passing out cards urging on- 
the-job cooperation of contractors 
and their employes. 

In addition, special stickers list- 
ing local gas company telephone 
numbers that can bo called to ob- 
tain gas pipe location information 
have been supplied to municipali- 
ties. These arc being attached to 
digging permits issued by munici- 
palities before work is started. 

"We arc grateful to the munici- 
palities we serve," Sheehan said, 
"for their efforts to protect the pub- 
lic by helping to secure the co-op- 
eration of those who excavate." fS%

CHICAGO— Indications at live 
and wholesale food markets point 
to a turn-away from high level re- 
tail food costs. 

The expected downturn may come 
as good news just as offical indexes 
show the cost-of-living at record 
highs. 

The University of Illinois consum- 
er service weekly survey of metro- 
politan food costs detects certain 
seasonal influences and an clement 
of disorganized marketing that pre- 
views particularly coming drops in 
meat costs, while also keeping some 
selected dairy items down. 

One important marketing factor 
involved is large non-government 
carryover poultry stocks in general 
and turkey in particular. Dairy 
products, such as eggs, Swiss cheese 
and butter, also provide buyer ad- 
vantages and slightly lower market 
levels as storage stocks are well over 
year-ago levels. 

More specifically, frying chickens 
are typical of the continuing low 
price values in poultry. Adequate 
current receipts are also back-logged 
by cold storage and frozen holdings 
of poultry up 25 per cent from a 
year ago. There are 60 per cent 
more turkeys and 34 per cent more 
midwest held eggs than this time 
last year. 

Statistically, there is 40 per cent 
more Swiss cheese in storage, 9 
per cent more of other kinds of 
cheese and 24 per cent more butter 
stockpiled than last year at this time. 

For the second straight week, 
live hog prices fell with wholesale 
market quotes for loins dropping, 
too. Retail prices begin to follow 
suit, previewing normal seasonal 
price trends. 

Although tangible signs of these 
situations will not be noted across 
the board by consumers for a few 
weeks, they do provide a buyer 
cushion that is apparent this week 
ending August 24. 

In this week's value parade re- 
ported by the U. of I., frying chick- 
ens retain the top contender spot 
without serious compelition for an- 
other week. Beef docs not show 
on the value listing principally due 
to continuing steady high level 
prices. Instead, pork loin roasts, 
reflecting sagging fresh pork prices, 
and lamb leg roasts, backing up in 
some supply lines, re-appear for the 
first time in many weeks at slightly 
lower prices. 

Large eggs, Swiss cheese and 
butter are values as noted. Small 
eggs, however, are significantly 
short supplied for this time of year, 
indicating higher egg prices to 
come. 

In fresh fruits and vegetables, 
cantaloupe.-". honeydew melons, 
peaches and plums are on the list, as 
are SWCOtcqrn. onions, tomatoes, 
< improved as predicted dursny the 
past two weeks) and cabbage. Gro- 
cery lines remain little changed.

Illinois Tax Facts 

Voters of Illinois will have the 
opportunity to vote on two amend- 
ments to the Illinois constitution 
at the November election in 1958. 
These amendments, submitted by 
the 70th General Assembly, propose 
to amend the judicial and county 
officers* articles of the constitution. 

The Judicial amendment would 
give the state on integrated court 
system in which all judicial powers 
would be vested in three levels of 
courts: the Supreme, Appellate, 
and Circuit Courts. In lieu of other 
existing courts there would be di- 
visions of the Circuit Court— the 
only trial court. 

The Supreme court would consist 
of seven justices, ns at present, but 
with three elected from Cook county 
and two from each of two different

downatale districts. The Supreme 
court would exercise extensive ad- 
ministrative powers over the court 
system as a whole. 

The Appellate court would have ' 
four districts. Cook county would 
be one of these districts while the 
rest of the state would be divided 
into three districts, with present 
boundaries being retained until 
changed in the future low. For the 
bulk of litigation the decision of, 
the Appellate court would be final. 

The present Circuit court would! 
continue until changed by law, but 
with each county always having at 
least one associate Cfrcuit Court 
judge. The minor Judiclory would/ 
be merged into this Circuit court} 
as magistrates thereof. Incumbent 
clerks of all courts, the bailiff of 
the Chicago Municipal court, and 
other non-judicial personnel will 



continue in office until the expira- 
tion of their terms. Thereafter, 
the General Assembly will provide 
for the selection, term, removal and 
salary of such officers. 

All judges would be licensed at- 
torneys, devoting full time to their 
duties. The present system of elect- 
ing judges would continue until 
changed by law. Any future f undo- 1 
mental change in the method of 
selection would require a 2/3 voto 
of both houses of the legislature and 
ratification by a majority of the 
electors voting on the proposition. 
. The amendment to the "county of- 
ficers' article" of the Constitution 
would permit the electors of a 
county, if they so desire, to re-elect 
their sheriff or treasurer, and thus 
to benefit from training and ex- 
perience possessed by an incum- 
bent.

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Health Talk 



THAT FIRST TRIP TO SCHOOL 

Mr. and Mrs, Parent, is your child 
ready for his first trip to school? 
Have you prepared him emotionally 
for his departure from babyhood 
and have you seen to it that he is 
physically fit to cope with that new 
world — the strange happenings of 
his first entrance into school life? 
If you have not done these things 
you, as a parent, may yet have time 
to help your youngster prepare for 
the adjustments necessary to meet 
the challenges of his new school 
activities, the Educational Commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Medical So- 
ciety points out in Health Talk. 

Not all children are alike, either 
in appearance or mental achieve- 
ment. Not all children have been 
brought up under the same environ- 
mental patterns. Some youngsters 
of school age are vivacious and 
""full of pep;" others are shy and 
reticent. But nearly all children 
have the same undercurrent of 
eagerness and interest in the mys- 
teries of the school room. Yet, if 
they have not been prepared phy- 
sically and emotionally for the new 
life, trouble can lie ahead. 

Has your child had a physical ex- 
amination by the family physician? 
Are you certain that the listless- 
ness of the last few weeks, or per- 
haps a few months ago, which now 
since has disappeared, is not due to 
some physical disturbance that 
could be corrected easily before 
he begins school. Are you certain 
that the squint that appears when 
he looks at the comics or his books 
of make-believe is not due to some 
defect in vision? This correction 
could be the one procedure that 
would prevent your child from be- 
ing classified as "dull" in his first 
days at school. If he can't see the 
patterns on the blackboard, natur- 
ally he can't understand them. The 
world of explanation of the teacher 
may register on the child's brain 
but visually they are meaningless. 
And then there is the child whose 
sight is normal, but who fails to 
hear. Is this child, too, to be classi- 
fied as "dull" when a physical ex- 
amination would have paved the 
way for correction of this defect? 

And the child's teeth? Are they 
in good condition? Or are you one 
of those parents who say, "They're 
only baby teeth" and so defer the 
trip to the dentist? This is unwise, 
because careful attention to these 



baby teeth will be the means to 
insure good placement when the 
second teeth make their appearance. 

Have you told your child that 
the teacher will guide him during 
his school hours and that he should 
confide in and trust her? This un- 
derstanding before he enters school 
will very often help the child In 
adjusting to school routine. And 
have you explained that it is fun to 
be with the others of the same age, 
boys and giirls alike, mingling and 
vying with one another in the same 
games and lessons? 

Think it over, Mr. and Mrs. Par- 
ent. You will feel a pang of sorrow 
that first day of school, for it is 
the start of a new life as your 
child begins his road to adulthood. 
Understanding this, give the young- 
ster every possible help — a good 
physical examination to prevent, 
first of all, and correct, if needed, 
any condition that may retard him 
in his school activities. 

If properly prepared, that first 
day of school can be a joyful event. 
Let your physician and dentist 
cooperate with you, the parent, in 
launching your child into the new 
and exciting school life. There is 
no wealth such as good health. You 
can give it to your child. 



A writer in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association has 
this to say about weight-reducing 
drugs: "No known drug or com- 
pound may safely be taken without 
medical advice to cause loss of 
weight. The word 'safely* deserves 
emphasis, since some drugs, which 
have succeeded in taking off 
pounds, have had the disadvantage 
of makinc some people blind and 
killing others."

To Be Held in Chicago

Church is happy to announce that 
the Senate Select Committee on 
Small Business has agreed to hold 
hearings in Chicago on the impact 
of Federal taxation on small busi- 
ness. < 

It is hoped that this study will 
result in new legislation to bring 
tax relief to small business, which 
will be introduced early in 1958. 

Representative Church, who has 
been increasingly aware of the un- 
fair burden of taxation imposed on 
small business, has introduced one 
corrective measure, H.R. 5639, in 
this session of Congress. Tax re- 
lief for small business is urgently 
needed and it is evident that addi- 
tional hearings will help ensure 
that action now to be taken will 
actually bring the necessary relief. 



It is hoped that the hearings will 
not only permit a re-examination 
of the impact of Federal taxation 
on small business but will acquaint 
the small businessmen of the coun- 
try with the various relief measures 
under consideration by the Con- 
gress, so that their opinions, criti- 
cism, and recommendations may be 
used in drafting an all-inclusive 
small business tax bill.
